To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Walton  and  Weybridge 
Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Report  for  the  year  1949. 

From  a  perusal  of  the  vital  statistics  which  follow  it  will  be 
seen  that  the  birth  rate  per  thousand  of  the  resident  population 
was  16.07,  a  decrease  from  17.78  in  1948. 

The  death  rate  was  9.72  per  1,000,  as  compared  with  8.99  in 
1948.  The  natural  increase  of  births  over  deaths  was  two  hundred 
and  forty.  The  infant  mortality  rate  was  21.41  as  compared  with 
32  per  1.000  live  births  for  England  and  Wales. 

Considerable  progress  has  been  made  with  housing  and  one 
hundred  and  three  families  were  re-housed  in  new  houses  during 
the  year.  Work  is  now  proceeding  on  the  housing  site  for  old 
people  and  childless  couples. 

The  adequate  housing  of  families  in  which  there  is  a  case  of 
open  tuberculosis  is  imperative  if  infection  is  to  be  controlled  in 
the  home.  This  means  a  separate  room  for  each  patient.  This  is 
all  the  more  necessary  on  account  of  the  long  delay  in  securing 
admission  to  hospital  or  sanatorium  for  tuberculous  patients. 

I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  Members  and  Officers  of  the 
Council,  to  the  County  Medical  Staff  and  Medical  Practitioners 
in  the  district  for  their  very  helpful  assistance  and  co-operation.

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Laboratory  Facilities: — 

(1)  Water.  Samples  of  water  as  supplied  from  the  West 
Surrey  Water  Company  are  submitted  to  chemical  and  bacterio¬ 
logical  examination  by  Messrs.  Rideal,  Rideal  and  Sciver.  These 
samples  are  taken  in  rotation  from  the  Urban  District  of  Walton 
and  Weybridge,  and  the  Urban  District  of  Chertsey.  The  results 
of  the  investigations  made  during  the  year  are  tabulated  on  page 
11.  In  addition  to  the  above  examinations,  main  water  samples 
are  submitted  monthly  to  the  Epsom  Public  Health  Laboratory 
for  bacteriological  examination. 

(2)  Specimens  relating  to  infectious  diseases  and  routine 
samples  of  water  and  milk  have  been  examined  at  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  at  Epsom  since  1944.  Specimens  of  an  urgent 
nature,  e.g.,  diphtheria  swabs,  can  be  sent  for  examination  to  the 
Laboratory  at  St.  Peter’s  Hospital,  Chertsey.  Payment  for  these 
services  ceased  in  March,  1947,  and  this  very  useful  and  necessary 
work  in  the  control  of  infectious  diseases  and  examination  of  food 
in  relation  to  cases  or  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning  is  now  under¬ 
taken  at  no  cost  to  the  Local  Authority. 

Routine  samples  of  water,  milk  and  ice  cream  have  been 
examined  at  Epsom  throughout  the  year. 

The  Bacteriologist  at  the  Epsom  Laboratory  is  also  prepared  to 
act  in  a  consultative  capacity  and  this  service  is  much  appreciated.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 
Water  Supply: — 

The  district  is  within  the  area  of  supply  of  the  West  Surrey 
Water  Company,  the  works  of  which  are  situated  on  the  banks 
of  the  River  Thames  in  the  Walton  area,  the  intake  being  obtained 
a  short  distance  above  Walton  Bridge.  Samples  of  water  as 
supplied  by  this  Company  are  submitted  to  chemical  and  bacterio¬ 
logical  examination  by  Messrs.  Rideal,  Rideal  and  Sciver.  The 
samples  are  taken  in  rotation  from  the  Urban  District  of  Walton 
and  Weybridge  and  the  Urban  District  of  Chertsey.  Results  of 
the  examination  of  these  waters  are  given  on  page  11. 

Main  Water  Supplies: —

All  standpipes  are  private  and  within  the  curtilages  of  the 
houses  concerned.  No  street  standpipes  are  provided. 

Where  a  main  supply  and  adequate  sewerage  are  available,  water 
is  invariably  laid  on  indoors. 

Water  Supply,  River  Ash  Estate: — 

Following  on  a  report  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  as  to 
the  unsatisfactory  condition  of  this  water  supply,  joint  repre¬ 
sentations  by  the  Walton  and  Weybridge  Council  and  the  Sunbury 
Urban  District  Council  were  made  to  the  Ministries  of  Health 
and  Town  and  Country  Planning.  The  matter  was  still  under 
discussion  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Apps  Court  Sewage  Disposal  Works: — 

The  Council  have,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  let  a  tender  for  the  pumping  equipment  and  rising  main. 
The  extension  to  the  Weylands  Works  will  be  carried  out  as  the 
second  part  of  the  scheme. 

Field  Common: — 

Seventy  plots  (90%  of  the  total)  are  now  connected  to  the 
mains  of  the  West  Surrey  Water  Company.

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 


Mr.  F.  Hulme,  the  Cleansing  Officer,  has  kindly  supplied  the 
following  details  :  — 

Refuse  and  Salvage  Collection: — 

In  1949  a  weekly  collection  of  house  refuse  was  maintained, 
food  shops  and  hospitals  receiving  a  more  frequent  service.  A 
further  three  new  refuse  collection  vehicles  were  introduced 
during  the  year,  which  are  of  the  semi-dustless  loading  van  type, 
and  have  enabled  the  service  to  be  placed  on  a  more  hygienic 
basis. 

The  tonnage  of  refuse  collected  during  the  year  again  increased 
due  to  the  number  of  new  houses  occupied,  and  to  the  poor  quality 
of  fuel  delivered  to  householders. 


Refuse  Disposal: — 

Disposal  of  refuse  was  by  Controlled  Tipping  at  a  site  which 
involves  the  raising  of  low-lying  agricultural  land.  Topsoil  is 
removed  from  the  site  by  the  Department's  Excavator,  and 
replaced  when  tipping  is  complete.

There  are  two  private  open-air  swimming  pools  to  which  the 
public  are  admitted.  Four  samples  taken  from  both  during  the 
summer  months  showed  adequate  chlorination  and  a  bacterio- 
logically  safe  water  supply. 

No  Byelaws  are  operative  in  this  district  in  relation  to  the 
supervision  of  swimming  pools. 

Mosquito  Control: — 

Some  trouble  has  been  experienced  by  mosquito  breeding  during 
the  year.  Larvicidal  oil  has  been  sprayed  into  ponds  and  ditches 
as  frequently  as  possible.

If  there  is  reason  to  suspect  infestation  the  dwellings  and 
belongings  of  prospective  occupiers  of  Council  houses  are  inspec¬ 
ted  and  treated,  if  necessary. 

Council  Houses  requiring  disinfestation  are  ordinarily  dealt 
with  by  the  Local  Authority.  Privately  owned  houses  and  all 
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cases  where  hydrocyanic  acid  gas  treatment  is  necessary  are  dealt 
with  by  contractors  at  the  owners’  expense. 

Schools: — 

All  public  elementary  schools  are  provided  with  main  water 
supply  and  main  drainage. 

Visits  are  paid  to  schools  in  which  cases  of  infectious  disease 
have  occurred.  The  Memorandum  on  Closure  and  Exclusion  from 
School  is  followed,  and  family  and  other  contacts  are  excluded 
where  indicated. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  close  any  school  temporarily 
during  the  year  on  account  of  infectious  disease. 

HOUSING. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  two  hundred  and  ninety  permanent 
Council  houses  and  one  hundred  temporary  houses  had  been 
completed  since  the  end  of  the  war  and  were  in  occupation. 
During  the  year  accommodation  was  found  for  one  hundred  and 
three  families  in  new  houses  or  requisitioned  properties  and  flats. 

A  further  one  hundred  and  eight  permanent  Council  houses 
were  in  various  stages  of  erection  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Twenty-six  houses  were  built  by  private  enterprise  during  the 
year.

Tuberculin  Tested  Milk: — 

Forty-eight  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination. 
All  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  produced  in  the  district  attained 
the  required  standard. 


Accredited  Milk: — 

Fifteen  samples  were  examined,  of  which  five  failed  to  pass 
the  Methylene  Blue  reduction  test.  No  licences  were  withdrawn 
during  the  year. 


Pasteurised  Milk: — 

Eighteen  samples  were  taken,  and  all  but  one  were  found  to  be 
adequately  pasteurised  and  of  the  required  standard  of  cleanliness. 

One  sample  of  heat-treated  milk  was  taken  and  proved  satis¬ 
factory.

Pasteurised: — 

No  applications  were  received  in  respect  of  “  High  Temp¬ 
erature  Short  Time  ”  pasteurisation  as  a  result  of  the  Milk 
(Special  Designations)  Regulations,  1941,  which  permitted  Local 
Authorities  to  license  alternative  types  of  pasteurisation  plants. 


Ice  Cream: — 

Sixty-three  samples  of  ice  cream  were  taken  from  retailers. 
The  vast  majority  of  samples  were  from  cans  in  continuous 
freezers,  the  ice  cream  being  manufactured  outside  the  district. 

On  bacteriological  examination,  ten  per  cent  of  these  samples 
did  not  reach  a  reasonable  standard  of  bacterial  cleanliness.  It  is 
found  that  retail  samples  are  frequently  contaminated  by  the 
serving  spoons  or  spatulas,  which  are  usually  left  in  a  bowl  on 
the  counter.  This  water  is  an  excellent  culture  medium  for 
bacterial  multiplication  and  in  warm  weather  soon  becomes  con¬ 
taminated.  Attention  to  proper  cleanliness  of  serving  utensils  is 
often  all  that  is  required  to  ensure  bacterially  clean  samples. 

Where  there  is  reason  to  suspect  that  the  fault  is  in  the  manu¬ 
facturer’s  plant  the  results  are  passed  on  to  the  Public  Health 
Department  concerned  for  investigation  and  action. 

During  the  year  there  was  a  trend  towards  the  substitution  of 
pre-packed  ice  cream  for  that  formerly  sold  in  bulk. 

(b)  Meat: — 

Six  hundred  and  fifty-six  inspections  of  butchers’  shops, 
slaughterhouses  and  other  premises  were  made.  All  meat  found 
unfit  for  human  consumption  was  voluntarily  surrendered,  no 
magistrate’s  order  being  required  in  any  case. 

The  Ministry  of  Food’s  Government  Slaughterhouse  is  estab¬ 
lished  at  the  premises  of  Mr.  J.  E.  Grimditch,  Hersham.  Details 
of  work  carried  out  are  given  later  in  the  Report. 

It  is  necessary  for  a  Sanitary  Inspector  and  an  Assistant  to 
attend  at  these  premises  daily  and  considerable  time  is  devoted  to 
meat  inspection  duties  only. 

There  is  one  other  licensed  slaughterhouse  which  has  not  been 
in  use  during  the  year.

Food  Poisoning  Outbreaks: — 

One  family  outbreak  involving  five  members  of  the  same  family 
occurred  in  Weybridge  in  August.  On  investigation  the  source 
was  identified  as  due  to  staphylococci  in  tinned  meat.  The  five 
cases  were  admitted  to  hospital  and  all  were  discharged  within 
three  days.  A  report  on  the  outbreak  was  sent  in  detail  to  the 
Ministry  of  Health  as  required. 

No  further  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  during  the 
year. 

Medical  practitioners  are  aware  of  their  obligations  under 
Section  17  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  that  is,  to  notify  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  forthwith  of  any  cases  of  food 
poisoning  coming  to  their  notice. 
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Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938: — 

The  administration  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  is  carried  out  by  the  Surrey  County  Council.  The  County 
Medical  Officer  has  kindly  supplied  the  following  table  of  work  done  in  the  Walton  and  Weybridge  Urban  District. 
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PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER, 
INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 


Scarlet  Fever: — 

Fifty  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  notified,  of  which  nineteen 
were  admitted  to  hospital ;  fifteen  children  of  school  age  and  the 
remaining  four  of  pre-school  age.  The  vast  majority  were  dis¬ 
charged  after  three  weeks’  treatment  in  cubicle  isolation  and 
without  complication.  There  were  no  fatal  cases. 

Diphtheria: — 

Four  cases  were  sent  into  hospital  for  observation  as  possible 
cases  of  diphtheria.  None  of  these  cases  were  subsequently  found 
to  be  suffering  from  diphtheria. 

This  is  the  fourth  consecutive  year  on  record  that  no  cases 
occurred  among  children  up  to  school-leaving  age  and  emphasises 
the  fact  that  the  vast  majority  of  parents  have  taken  advantage 
of  the  facilities  available  in  the  district  for  diptheria  immunisation 
for  school  and  pre-school  children. 

Throat  swabs  are  examined  at  the  Epsom  Public  Ffealth 
Laboratory  or  at  St.  Peter’s  Hospital,  Chertsey. 

Serum  is  available  to  medical  practitioners  at  the  Weybridge 
and  Walton  Hospitals  or  at  the  Council  Offices,  Weybridge,  on 
application.

Acute  Poliomyelitis: — - 

Four  cases  were  notified  in  September.  The  first  case  occurred 
in  a  youth  of  16  years  on  holiday  in  the  district.  The  infection 
appeared  to  have  been  imported  from  another  area.  He  was 
admitted  to  hospital  in  the  late  stages  of  the  disease  and  died  from 
respiratory  paralysis  despite  continuous  hospital  treatment  in  a 
respirator. 

Two  girls  of  7  years  were  admitted  from  Weybridge  and  both 
recovered,  one  after  treatment  in  a  respirator.

A  girl  of  4  years  was  admitted  from  Waltdn-on-Thames. 
These  last  three  cases  were  subsequently  transferred  to  hospitals 
for  further  orthopaedic  treatment. 

Measles: — 

Five  hundred  and  seventy-one  cases  of  measles  were  notified. 
Six  cases  were  admitted  to  hospital,  the  majority  being  children 
of  pre-school  age  complicated  with  pneumonia.  All  made  a  satis¬ 
factory  recovery. 

Whooping  Cough: — 

Eighty-nine  cases  were  notified,  of  which  four  were  admitted 
to  hospital,  aged  7  months  to  3  years,  with  the  added  complication 
of  pneumonia.  All  made  a  satisfactory  recovery. 

Typhoid  Fever: — 

One  case  of  typhoid  fever  was  notified.  This  case  had  no 
connection  with  the  district,  having  been  contracted  in  Pakistan 
and  the  infection  becoming  evident  on  arrival  of  the  patient  in 
this  country  by  air.

Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925. 
Public  Health  Act,  1936.  Section,  172: — 

No  case  arose  in  which  action  was  necessary  under  the  above 
Act  and  Regulations. 

Tuberculosis  Care  Committee: — 

Very  useful  work  was  carried  out  by  this  committee  during 
the  year.  All  cases  requiring  help  are  considered  on  notification 
and  on  discharge  from  a  sanatorium.  Particular  attention  is  paid 
to  adequate  housing  for  affected  families,  for  it  is  realised  that 
prevention  of  infection  in  the  home  is  all-important.  The  Housing 
Committee  have  been  most  helpful  in  giving  priority  to  such 
deserving  cases. 
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
